Meijer selects Food 
Closet for ‘Simply Give’ 


To the editor: 

Since 1983 the Emergency Food Closet 
housed at the Belleville First United 
Methodist Church located at 417 Charles 
St. has been feeding the hungry in Sumpter 
and Van Buren Townships and the City of 
Belleville. 

It has served as an emergency source 
of food for those that have lost a job, 
been injured, are ill, or are temporarily 
unemployed; for our seniors, veterans, and 
disabled who do not have enough food or 
income to last through the month. 

The Emergency Food Closet is open 
on Tuesdays and Wednesdays from 10 
a.m.-1 p.m. No one is ever turned away! 
Everyone receives food on his/her first 
visit. To continue to receive food, one will 
need to bring a Michigan driver’s license 
or State ID; proof of residency (rent 
receipt, tax bill, utility bill); and a referral 
from the Salvation Army, Community Care 
Services, the Department of Health and 
Human Services, a school, or a pastor. 

The Emergency Food Closet is entirely 
dependent upon donations from the 
community: individuals, churches, and 
local businesses. In 2020, the Emergency 
Food Closet has been blessed with food and 
monetary donations from local churches, 
businesses, and community residents. 

We served 162 families with 96 of these 
new clients. 49% were aged 60+. This 
January, an additional 11 new clients 
were helped and 105 bags of food were 
distributed. 

Meijer has selected our food closet to 
partner with their winter Simply Give 
Campaign at the Belleville Meijer store 
located at 9701 Belleville Rd. and runs 
from Feb. 14 through April 10. This is 
the Emergency Food Closet’s biggest 
fundraiser and helps provide food for our

Edward Henry Steinman, a Coast Guard veteran 
of WWII, died suddenly on January 21, 2021, 
at the age of 97. He lived his entire life with 
fierce independence, determination, honesty, 
and integrity. He was generous, kind, and smart. 
Born in Wyandotte, MI in 1924, he grew up 
to marry his high school sweetheart, Virginia 
Herrmann (Shelley’s mother), and was 
embraced by the Herrmann family. Virginia 
died in August 1950. 

In June of 1953, he married a widow, Edith 
Todd, with 3 children of her own: Mark, Paul, 
and Nancy. They blended their family together, 
built a home, and along came Claire. They both 
enjoyed long teaching careers in Belleville, MI. 
Edward started out as a math teacher. He retired 
as Director of Guidance at Belleville High 
School, with two master’s degrees.

He was fond of college 
football, basketball, and baseball. U of M was 
his favorite. He liked to watch Little League 
championships and got a kick out of players 
trying to spit. He liked to carve and was often 
studying to lead the Men’s Group discussions at 
the First United Methodist Church in Gaylord. 
He gave all five kids the experience of college. 
He and Edith retired to Gaylord in 1977, to the 
home they built and loved on Dixon Lake. He 
could build anything. Mechanical engines were 
easy to him, although electronics baffled him 
a bit. He made many friends and cared about 
them. 

As he aged, Edward faced many physical 
challenges, including the loss of his hearing and 
voice. With typical determination, he still found 
ways to communicate and get around. Thumbs 
up was a good sign. He resolutely endured this 
last year of quarantine, visiting with friends and 
family through a patio door. 

Edward is survived by his children Mark 
(Carol) Todd, Dr. Paul (Ginni) Todd, Nancy 
(Tim) O’Connor, Shelley Habermas, and 
Claire (Craig) Andersen; as well as seven 
grandchildren and 11 great-grandchildren; his 
sister Sally Dennis; and brother-in-law, Eugene 
“Jake” Grahl. We will miss him dearly.

Hospital where she is listed in serious 
condition. 

The VBT Accident Investigation Team 
was called to the scene ot conduct a 
follow-up investigation, collect data, and 
secure physical evidence. Belleville Road 
was closed to traffic between Ecorse and 
Robson roads for more than four hours, 
reopening around 11:22 p.m. 

The accident remains under investigation 
and anyone with information is asked to 
contact Detective Dale Harrison or Lt.

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VB School Board decides not to sell nine acres for pot shop

After the Jan. 25 Van Buren Public 
Schools Board of Education meeting 
where there was much discussion about 
whether to consider selling nine acres on 
Sumpter Road that was sure to be used for 
a pot shop, a survey was taken of parents 
and staff. 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
school board, School Supt. Pete Kudlak 
reported that in the survey 73.6% of the 
parents and staff said the district should 
sell the property even if it is sure to be used 
in the marijuana industry. 

But, after a brief discussion, the board 
took no action to put the property back up 
for sale and moved on to other business. 

Supt. Kudlak explained the background. 
The property had been put up for sale for 
$750,000 when the plan was to replace 
the warehouse on the property with a 
new warehouse on part of the property 
purchased from St. Anthony Catholic 
Church, next to the high school. 

But, plans changed when the early 
childhood development site was moved on 
that property and the warehouse would no 
longer fit there. The property was taken off 
the market at that point. 

But after voters in the City of Belleville 
approved two questions on the Nov. 3 
ballot that allowed the marijuana industry 
to operate in the city, it also had to lay out 
overlay zoning for these businesses and the 
school’s property at 414-420 Sumpter Rd. 
was in that district. 

While there had been little interest in 
the property while it had been up for sale, 
Kudlak said the district has been receiving 
a lot of interest over the past few weeks 
and they needed to decide whether they 
want to list it again, with the understanding 
that a marijuana facility will most likely 
purchase it. 

There had been a casual offer of $1.6 
million to buy the property that had been 
for sale for a reduced price of $650,000 
when it was taken off the market. 

Kudlak said he and James Williams, 
Director of Buildings and Grounds, talked 
it over and he said if they sell it for $1.6 
million, they would have to begin looking

for a place to have a warehouse. They could 
put it on property they own at the former 
Elwell School or at Haggerty School or 
Owen School. Now the estimated cost to 
build a warehouse is $900,000, so they 
would have some money left over that 
could be used to help with replacement of 
the football field turf or the track, he said. 

“We’re not really hurting for money and 
we could sell it later?’ Kudlak said. The 
property is walkable to the high school and 
the nine acres could become valuable to 
them again, he said. 

“James and I recommend keeping 
the property,” Kudlak said, referring to 
Williams. 

Board President Amy Peace said she 
didn’t have a problem with selling it, but 
wanted to do what Kudlak and Williams 
thought would be best. This is not the right 
time, she said. 

Secretary Darlene Gerick said the existing 
warehouse does need work. She asked how 
much sinking fund money needs to be used 
there. 

“We’re working on that right now,” 
Williams replied, adding it would be 
substantially less than the $900,000 for a 
new building. He said they need minimal 
repairs and some parking lot work. He said 
he would share it with the board when the 
estimate is complete. 

“Nothing imminent,” Kudlak assured 
them. 

“No need for major repairs right now,” 
Williams agreed. 

“We can move forward with the demolition 
and just hold on to the property,” President 
Pearce said, referring to the approved 
demolition of the buildings at the front of 
the property. 

Trustee Kelly Owen asked if by putting 
the sale on hold and then deciding to sell 
it, could they be missing out on the present 
offers? 

Kudlak said he recommends not listing it 
now, but if they find the warehouse needs

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more work than thought, they could sell it 
later. He suggested they find a place for the 
warehouse first before selling the present 
warehouse property. They could take the 
time to fix up the property selected before 
having to move. 

“Sell it and then can’t find a place to 
move is in the wrong order,” Kudlak said. 

Pearce said that Owen was right and the 
district is missing out on a high amount for 
the property. 

“We may find a use for the property 
and be glad we still have it,” Pearce said, 
suggesting a place for soccer fields as an 
example. 

“Or, robotics,” Kudlak said. 

Treasurer Simone Pinter said she was 
not in favor of having “a drug store.” She 
spoke at length at the Jan. 25 meeting in 
opposition to the sale. 

It was pointed out the $1.6 million offer 
was not in writing. 

“Doesn’t mean we’d get $1.6 million,” 
Kudlak said. 

“Some things just aren’t worth the 
money,” Pinter said. 

Pearce said if there is no action taken by 
the board, “it goes away.” 

Kudlak said if it ever comes up again, the 
Facilities Committee will look into it and 
make a recommendation. 

In other business at Monday’s one-hour- 
and-42-minute meeting, the board: 

e Learned that Jean Smith was selected 
as the new assistant principal at Owen 
Intermediate School as of Jan. 25 to 
replace Andrew Lindsay who resigned for 
another job opportunity. Smith said she has 
been with the district for 21 years. Abdul 
Madyun, Human Resources Director, said 
200 people applied for the position; 

e Approved the resignation of Janet 
Blanton at Tyler Elementary as of Jan. 20 
after 26 years of service; 

e Discussed the monthly reconfirming 
of the COVID-19 plan, as required by 
the state. There was a slight change. In 


January the district was still remote and 
returned Jan. 19. At the end of the semester 
some changed from remote to in-person 
with about 200 K-12 students returning 
in person. Pearce “shouted out” to the 
transportation department for all the work 
preparing for the 200 extra kids; 

e Discussed the Extended COVID-19 
Plan Progress Report where the NWEA 
measures the growth in math and reading 
between fall and the middle of the school 
year and then at the end. Curriculum 
Director Jeff Moore said for this year and 
last year “the data is tricky” because of the 
students learning in a remote environment 
from home. “We don’t know how accurate 
the data is ... but it gives us a way to 
compare and see if they met or exceed 
growth in reading and math,” he said. 
Scores in achievement for all students were 
44.27% in reading and 46.88% in math; 

e Approved the union agreement with the 
Van Buren Administrators and Supervisors 
Association as presented by Madyun. He 
said the contract expired in December 
and there had been pay freezes for the 
last few years. He said the pay scale for 
the last few years had been low for 
administrators, with the salaries low but 
degrees counting, influencing employees 
to earn several degrees. He said it was hard 
to compare VB salaries to other groups. 
This agreement removes the educational 
stipends for administrators and puts that 
money on a new scale, with a 2% raise they 
feel is competitive. Owen pointed out the 
top seven on the list got a $4,000 raise and 
the bottom seven got their salary cut $465 
for the year. “That would make me angry,” 
she said. Kudlak said they are losing the 
educational bonus and this is the way to 
make it work. Board vice president Susan 
Featheringill said the $4,000 is based on a 
new salary schedule and they will not get 
$4,000 more than last year, just that on the 
salary scale. Madyun said they had to do

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Preliminary exam for Egypt’s 
murder case reset to March 22, 23, 25

During a special court session on Jan. 
25 to discuss court logistics and a defense 
attorney’s objection to the protection order 
on the evidence, 34" District Court Judge 
Tina Brooks Green said the preliminary 
exam for the three defendants in the Egypt 
Covington murder case has been reset for 
March. 

Judge Green said there was an issue 
with getting all the defendants and their 
attorneys to the live exam planned to begin 
Feb. 22, so alternative dates were set for 
Monday, March 22; Tuesday, March, 23; 
and, if it runs into three days, Thursday, 
March 25. She said everyone involved 
was good with these new dates. They want 
to start early, so 8 or 8:30 a.m. will be 
considered. 

She said the next probable cause 
conference in the case had been set for 11 
a.m., Feb. 10, and they could set another 
conference before the exam, if needed. 

Judge Green said the voluminous paper 
and electronic investigative reports from 
the Michigan State Police and Van Buren 
Township Police will be sent immediately 
to defense attorney Coral Watt, after Watt 
agreed to the protective order. 

Watt, who is defending Shane Lamar 
Evans of Sumpter Township, filed an 
objection to the protection order on the 
discovery and so the evidence had not been 
sent to her. 

Prosecutor Victoria Shackelford said she 
had asked for a protective order for all the 
discovery to protect dissemination. She 
said she and Watt met and did attempt to 
solve their problem without getting the 
court involved but were unsuccessful. 

Judge Green, who had offered to meet 
with them, if necessary, called them to the 
special session on Jan. 25. 

Prosecutor Shackelford said this is an 
open investigation and others are under 
investigation and may be arraigned. She 
also said all three defendants are related in 
some manner — stepbrothers, cousins. 


She said intense media attention has 
been given to the case and that is expected 
to continue. The prosecution did not want 
the details getting out by social media. She 
did not want people not part of the case to 
have the details and wanted to protect the 
information. 

Watt said there was a misunderstanding. 
She did not want to disseminate the written 
or digital information to a third party, but 
she wanted to be able to discuss certain 
aspects of the case with her client’s family 
members. 

She objected to the blanket protective 
order. She said she did not wish to divulge 
the identity of witnesses or those being 
investigated. 

“There are lots of ways to do this,” Watt 
said. “This is overboard. 

“I don’t know what these items are 
because I don’t have any discovery. The 
court could have done a temporary order,” 
she said. 

Judge Green said in order for them to 
release the discovery to her without a 
protective order, they would have to redact 
thousands and thousands of pages of 
discovery and that is an undue burden of 
the prosecution. 

“I will grant Ms. Shackelford’s protective 
order motion as of today” [for defendant 
Evans], said Judge Green. 

Judge Green said she already granted 
Shackelford’s protective order for the first 
two defendants — Timothy Moore and 
Shandon Groom — and if there are issues 
Watt wants to discuss with the parents, 
they can talk about it off the record at the 
Feb. 10 court session. 

Judge Green said they could carve out 
exceptions as relief from the protective 
order. 

The hard drive provided by Watt to 
Shackelford already is loaded with the 
large amount of discovery and would be 
made available since Watt had verbally 
agreed to the order. 

The details of the logistics for getting

the three defendants to the courtroom was 
discussed. Judge Green said it would be 
worked out for them to be delivered from 
the Wayne County Jail to the courthouse by 
separate means so they are kept separate. 

She said they may ask for one to be 
delivered to the court in the jail van and 
ask the Michigan State Police to provide 
two troopers in two separate cars to deliver 
the other two. 

Judge Green said there will be problems 
placing people around the courtroom due 
to social distancing rules. She said the only 
ones allowed in the courthouse will be 
the defendants, their attorneys, the officer 
in charge, and a witness to be called. She 
suggested one defendant and attorney 
could sit in the jury box and the other two 
defendants and their attorneys at far ends of 
the courtroom from each other. Everyone 
will be masked up, she said. 

“PIL see everybody Feb. 10,” Judge 
Green said. “If there are any other issues, 
let me know.” 

The three defendants are being held 
without bond in the Wayne County Jail 
for murder charges in the June 22, 2017 
shooting death of Egypt Covington in her 
Van Buren Township home. The death was 
investigated by Van Buren Township police 
at first and then, last summer, was turned 
over to the Michigan State Police at the 
insistent request of some family members. 

Joe Stafford 

Joe Stafford, 55, of Powder Springs, GA, 

was due for his probable cause conference 


at 11 am. Jan. 27 before Judge Brian 
Oakley on a charge of bank robbery in the 
city of Belleville on Nov. 7. 

He is in the Wayne County Jail on bond of 
$10,000/10% and on Jan. 27 the Sheriff’s 
Department was unable to put him on a 
Zoom hookup for the 34th District Court 
because it said it was too busy with Zoom 
hookups for the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice, which took precedence over 
district court. 

After waiting 45 minutes and a report that 
it would be much longer, Judge Oakley 
adjourned the probable cause conference 
for a week to 11 a.m., Feb. 3 for “logistical 
problem.” 

But on Feb. 3, the jail advised the court 
that Stafford was in a 10-14-day quarantine 
on his floor. He didn’t have COVID, but he 
was quarantined. Judge Oakley adjourned 
his probable cause conference again, this 
time to March 3. 

Stafford is also being tried in 35" District 
Court for bank robbery on Nov. 5 in Canton 
Township. He was scheduled for his Zoom 
probable cause conference on the charge 
on Feb. 5 before Judge Michael Gerou and 
his preliminary exam on Feb. 12 before 
Judge Ronald Lowe. 

On Feb. 5, Judge Gerou was advised 
that Stafford had been exposed to COVID 
in Division 2 of the Wayne County Jail 
and is in lockdown. His probable cause 
conference was adjourned to March 19. 

The bond on the Canton Township 
charge is $250,000/10% and the bond was 
continued.

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Parrott loses appeal on evidence to go before jury in Manistee case

On Feb. 4, the Michigan Court of Appeals 
announced it has ruled against an appeal 
filed by former 34" District Court Judge 
David M. Parrott concerning evidence 
to be used in a 2018 misdemeanor drunk 
driving charge in Manistee County. 

The 18-page ruling turned down Parrott’s 
appeal of three district court orders that: 
(1) prohibited the defendant from using 
his preliminary breath test (PBT) at trial; 
(2) held that the area in which defendant’s 
vehicle was stuck was, as a matter of law, 
generally accessible to motor vehicles; and 


(3) denied defendant’s motion in limine to 
exclude evidence regarding his occupation 
and display of his “badge.” 

Parrott appealed the orders to the Circuit 
Court, which denied his application 
for leave to appeal. The Appeals Court 
granted leave to appeal and scheduled oral 
arguments. 

On June 3, 2020 the Michigan Court of 
Appeals heard the oral arguments in the 
operating while intoxicated case against 
then-Judge Parrott. 

His attorney and a co-attorney were 
allowed to give their arguments in a session 
that lasted about 53 minutes.

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Speaker said time had passed from 
the time he ate his mashed potatoes and 
turkey meal, three minutes away from the 
accident. 

She told the court the Manistee prosecutor 
has convinced the court to not allow an 
expert to mention the PBT test given at 
7:26 p.m., and this being inadmissible 
denies Parrott a complete defense. 

“The prosecutor has to bring up the PBT 
or it won’t be in the case,” Speaker said. 

Nichols agreed this is a denial for Parrott 
to present a complete defense. 

Nichols told of a report that shows how 
the alcohol level slowly rises in a body 
after a meal. The Appeals Court judge 
noted he was aware of the report. 

Also, Parrott wanted a bench trial, but the 
prosecution wanted a jury trial and a jury 
trial was to be scheduled. 

Gordon Miller of the Manistee County 
Prosecutor’s Office was present at the 
session before the Court of Appeals. 

He said Parrott displayed his badge, 
which meant he had a culpable state of 
mind, Assistant Prosecutor Miller said. 

Miller said when Parrott asked, “Can 
anything be done?” it was an attempt to 
influence the arresting officer. 

It was noted Parrott identified himself 
as a judge to the tow truck driver but said 
nothing like that to the officer. 

Miller said that the defense might say that 
Parrott was just joking with his question 
and just wanted to be treated with fairness. 

Nichols asked if the “badge” Miller noted 
was different from “identification” and 
Miller said he didn’t know, but the police 
report refers to it as a badge. 

“Some sort of ID?” Miller asked. “I could 
live with that.” 

“He spent 35 minutes trying to get out 
of the field and he was not over the limit 
then,” Nichols said. 

Miller said it was unclear to him whether 
Parrott was in the ditch or off the roadway. 

Speaker gave citations of Supreme Court 
decisions on whether the field should 
be considered a roadway, in light of the 
charge of driving while intoxicated on a 
public road. 

She questioned whether the field had 
“general accessibility” as required for 
a roadway and would an open field be 
generally accessible by a motor vehicle? 
She said the ditch was a steep embankment, 
deeper than most ditches, and the field was 
uncultivated and undeveloped. He was 
more than 33 and 38 feet from the two 
roads at the intersection, Speaker said. 

The appeals judge noted one road ends 
in a field. 

Speaker said her client had to call a tow 
truck and he had driven through trees and 
shrubs and a steep embankment. 

Nichols pointed out the preliminary 
breath test that was low was taken at the 
time of the driving and the blood test at 
the police department or the hospital taken 
later was higher. 


Miller said this was his first driving while

intoxicated case and he would not be the 
one prosecuting the case in Circuit Judge 
David A. Thompson’s courtroom. 

Parrott’s case has been put on hold in 
Manistee Circuit Court until the appeals 
court decision was announced. 

The appeals court judges hearing the 
case were Thomas C. Cameron, Mark T. 
Boonstra, and Anica Letica. 

The audio of this Zoom oral argument 
before the Michigan Court of Appeals is 
available by going online to the Michigan 
Court of Appeals and putting in David 
Parrott’s name or court of appeals case 
#350380. 

In another case, Parrott is scheduled for an 
April 8 and 9 jury trial on a misdemeanor 
domestic violence assault and battery 
charge before 35™ District Court Judge 
James A. Plakas in Plymouth. 

Parrott is charged with assaulting his 
live-in girlfriend on Feb. 8, 2020 in his 
Van Buren Township condo. The case was 
in the 34" District Court venue but it was 
moved to 35" District Court to avoid a 
conflict of interest because Parrott was a 
sitting judge at 34" District Court. 

In 2020, Judge Plakas gave Parrott 
permission to be out of state Feb. 15-22 
and March 6-14, after being convinced 
Parrott was not a flight risk.

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Sumpter OKs new settlement with 
Bednark in special closed meeting

Following more than a hour of discussion 
in virtual closed session Feb. 2, the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees voted 
unanimously in open session to accept the 
township attorney’s recommendations and 
actions as advised during the closed-door 
session. 

It was not stated publicly, but the board 
decided to give Deputy Supervisor Kenneth 
Bednark everything he asked for in a recent 
letter to board members concerning his 
compensation. 

The notice for closed session said the board 
would discuss attorney-client privileged 
information and pending litigation with the 
State of Michigan Department of Labor 
and Economic Opportunity Division. 

Fourteen minutes before the closed 
meeting began, all board members 
received an email from Bednark’s attorney, 
Sarah Prescott of Salvatore Prescott Porter 
& Porter. 

Prescott announced in red capital letters 
xxx DO NOT DESTROY SPECIFIED 
DOCUMENTS *** and then explained 
this was a “Hold Notice,” putting them 
all on notice regarding their obligation 
to preserve all private and governmental 
information in whatever location 
concerning Bednark’s employment with

the township — even if the documents may 
be covered by the attorney-client privilege. 
Documents must be preserved until further 
notice, she advised in the page and a half 
of details naming everything that had to be 
preserved. 

According to a story in the Eagle, 
an online publication purporting to be 
Sumpter’s “newspaper of record,” the 
letter from Bednark demanded back pay, 
interest, insurance, sick and vacation time 
accrued from the date of his swearing in on 
Nov. 20 until the board set his annual pay 
as a half-time deputy supervisor at $8 406 
with no benefits on Dec. 15. 

Although the board had voted in a special 
meeting on Nov. 17 to suspend all board 
meetings until the end of the year, three 
trustees called for a special meeting on 
Dec. 15, at which time Bednark’s full- 
time appointment as deputy supervisor 
was diminished to part-time of 20 hours a 
week, with an annual pay of $8,406 ($8.08 
per hour). Also, all benefits were stripped 
from the job. 

This was on a 5-2 vote, with Trustee 
Matthew Oddy, Trustee Tim Rush, Trustee 
Don LaPorte, Treasurer Jim Clark, and 
Clerk Esther Hurst voting yes and Trustee 
Peggy Morgan and Supervisor Tim 
Bowman voting no. 

But, Bednark announced he got no 
paycheck at all after that because the 
township was deducting what it considered 
extra payments from his small paycheck 
and there was none left over. 

At the Jan. 26 meeting of the board, after 
repeated attempts to settle the issue, the 
board voted unanimously to pay Bednark 
$31.44 per hour in wages [matching 
what the latest Deputy Supervisor Karen 
Armatis had made] from Nov. 20 through 
Dec. 15, plus $500 to satisfy other pay 
issues. Trustee LaPorte was not present at 
that meeting. 

Bednark subsequently rejected that offer 
and the closed-door session was scheduled. 

Meanwhile, after the Jan. 26 board 
meeting in which Supervisor Bowman 
and Bednark exchanged words, Bednark 
announced he was giving two weeks’ 
notice and would be submitting his signed 
resignation at noon on Feb. 10. He also 
stopped coming into the office. 

“I can’t operate under someone I have 
no communication with,’ Bednark said, 
referring to the 50-plus emails he said he 
sent to Supervisor Bowman, with but one 
reply. He said Bowman told him he liked to 
have all conversations in person.
